Grievances brought to board 


Two former teachers brought their 
gtievance to the Boyne City school 
board meeting Monday, Oct. 11. Rep- 
resented by the teacher’s union, Carol 
Powers and Gordon Howie said the 
school board was not following contract 
procedures. The teachers’ union presi- 
dent, Leon Jarema charged that the 
board by-passed the teachers in -hiring 
Katherine Copeland as the art teacher 
for the elementary grades. He said that 
Powers had tenure, had a satisfactory 
record for her 4.03 years of teaching in 
the system, and was ‘‘authorized’’ in 
her certificate to teach all subjects, from 
kindergarten to the eighth grade. 

Union representative Fred Rice said 
she was next in line for recall for full 
time work. 

Powers had been laid off according to 
contract procedures when a budgetary 


cutback was made. Rice said Powers 
should have been recalled, according to 
the same procedures when the hiring 
was done. 

Superintendent Rich Kelly respond- 
ed, ‘‘We were looking for someone with 
a strong background in art.” 

‘‘What’s the-use of seniority then?” 
Jarema said. 

Board member Bill Chipman queried 
Jarema on the issue of ‘‘certified but 
not qualified’”’ which was added to the 
August 1981 contract, but Jarema 
characterized it as a grandfather clause 
and therefore not pertinent to Powers. 

Powers said she has taken art courses 
in undergraduate and graduate school. 

Chipman concluded the discussion 
with ‘‘I have to feel the best decision 
was made.’ 

The board has one month before 


taking a vote on the grievance. 

A second discussion focussed on the 
hiring of Marlys Clark as a CETA aide 
for kindergarten. 

Elementary school principal Ed Sny- 
der said the range of school readiness 
was wider among this year’s kinder- 
garteners than it ever had been. There 
was also a wide range in ages, he said. 

When Clark came to the school with 
an offer to work three weeks for nothing 
and then, if kept on, to work ac- 
cording to the program. approved by 
CETA, with CETA paying half her 
salary, it answered the need for 
additional help in the kindergarten 
classes, Kelly said. The board voted 4 to 
3 to retain Clark. 

Kelly announced a student forum for 
high schoolers in the area, conducted by 
Charlevoix-Emmet Intermediate School

A masterplan for East Jordan will be 
the focus for the planning and zoning 
commission this winter, according to 
commission chairman Tom Sheridan.

Police car 
continues 


The story on Boyne City police cars 
continued as a local resident asked for 
further clarification at the Tuesday, Oct. 
12 noon meeting of the city commission. 

Last week, challenging the city’s 
purchase of police cars from outside the 
area, resident Skip Sheaffer had on his 
own account brought in a conversation 
he had had with Bob Mathers of 
Mathers Ford concerning the city’s 
purchase of cars from the state’s bulk 
purchasing. 

The city can buy a police car for 
$2,000 less by buying it from the state, 
city manager Tim Clifton had said. 

Later Clifton verified this for The 
Press, saying, ‘‘the sticker price on the 
car we got was around $11,000.” 
Buying it from the state’s bulk pur- 
chase, -Clifton said, knocked the price 
down $2,000. 

“This is no reflection whatsoever on 
Bob Mathers’ automobiles,’’ Clifton 
said. He explained that the state’s bulk 
purchasing and warranties make the 


that the commission okayed a request 
by Larry and Jackie Brooks to remodel 
the Canoe Livery downtown.

Mathers, in a telephone interview, 
countered by saying that while the 
discussion was not his idea, the fact was 
that he sold East Jordan a police car—a 
Ford LTD—larger than Boyne City’s 
new car for $8,400. 

Mathers said, referring to the milage 
comparison, ‘‘Our cars are specially 
built as a police car and certainly should 
be capable of performing as well.’’ 

As for the charter requirement that 
all such purchases be advertised for 
bids, Clifton said, ‘‘The state does all 
the advertising and bidding so we don’t 
advertise ourselves. But we do adver- 
tise for other vehicles whith the state 
does not purchase in bulk.”’ 

He concluded by saying, ‘‘The next 
time we buy a police car, we'll make 
state specs available to them (local 
dealers). lf they can do it,”’ he said, 
“*we’ll take it.’’

Her schooling started in the building 
still standing across from the little stone 
church of St. John Nepomecene, and 
then on to Boyne City school. 

Antonina, she was in those days. 
‘“'That’s the Czech name,’’ she said. It 
become Antonette, and finally Neta. 

Somewhere between Antonia and 
Neta, she said ‘‘I got a feeling I'd like to 
be a nurse.’’ She was able to get Red 
Cross and first aid training by going to 
classes at night, one of five young 
women recommended for the class, 
while working by day at a knitting mill 
downstate. 

The fact that she was left with a three 
year old son to raise only seemed to 
further her career, she could go out on 
practical nursing jobs and take her son 
with her. People didn’t mind that, she 
said, they were so glad to have her come 
to do the work. 

It was sink or swim in those days. No 
welfare. And the depression soon 
followed. Sometimes she was lucky to 
make six dollars a week, although she 
remembers working for a little as $1.50 
a week, She said her son worked too, 
picking cherries and doing what he 
could, and members of her family 
helped when they could. 

She moved to the city areas where 
there was more work. At fitst she 
advertised her services in the local 
newspaper, ‘‘And the phone just rang 
and rang,”’ she added. 

But then she learned of the nurses’ 
registry which handled the appoint- 
ments for the nurses, and along the way 
she finally became a certified practical 
nurse. 

A class picture shows her in the back 
row, dark haired, petite and pretty. . 

She glosses over the bad experiences 
with the rough cases, and her eyes light 
up with the recollections of her first trip 
out of state. 

That happened when it was decided 
that one of her patients would have to 
return home to Delaware. A long trip 


followed, and after a number of wee.. 
there, Gerard was able to come baci 
home by train—her first train trip. 

She recalled the trepidations, th: 
novelties of traveling all day, and 
becoming well acquainted with all of the 
other passengers in her train car. 

When she was at a hotel in Buffalo, 
she overheard announcements about :. 
side trip to Niagara Falls, whic: 
included an overnight trip by boat bac: 
to Detroit. She took the trip probab!: 
thinking she would never see the fall: 
and she was quite close at the time. 

The sense of adventure wasn’t alway 
in such bright scenes. She was just v: 
willing to work in the cases of the ver: 
poor as for the wealthy. 

Her favorite cases were those requir- 
ing care of mothers and new babies. 
‘‘My best work was in the home,’’ she 
said, speaking generally. 

Gerard also worked in hospitals and 
at Grandvue. Her practical sense of hoz 
to help gave her a good reputaticn 
everywhere. 

As she looked back, her hans 
tightened in her lap on the packet «i 
letters she has received from hx: 
patients. A little book also, whic’ 
carefully lists the names of every 
patient she cared for during her lon. 
career, 

The living room of her little house i 
East Jordan is warm with association: 
Her father’s rocking chair, the lac. 
curtain in the design of an Americ: 
flag that was crocheted by her mothe: 
long ago. 

The house itself was built by her sor: 
with the help of friends ane family bac! 
in 1932. 

Gerard in 1982 faces her own eightiee 
bravely, ‘‘one day at a time”’
